Organized  in  January  1965,  the  Corporation  is  a  non-profit  citizens  planning 
agency.  It  was  established  in  response  to  suggestions  by  Mayor  Collins  and 
Development  Administrator  Logue,  who  urged  that  the  leadership  of  the  Back  Bay 
bake  the  initiative  in  development  planning  for  this  area. 

The  Corporation  will  engage  expert  consultants  to  carry  out  comprehensive 
studies  of  the  Back  Bay  parking,  traffic,  real  estate,  and  architectvire,  and  to 
define  precisely  the  potential  and  problems  of  the  area. 

The  Corporation,  its  consultants,  and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
id.ll  prepare  a  comprehensive  development  plan  for  the  area,  subject  to  approval 
and  support  of  the  Back  Bay  Council,  It  is  anticipated  that  the  plan  will  be 
carried  out  largely  through  private  enterprise,  improved  public  works  and 
regulations,  and  the  application  of  urban  renewal  techniqaes  wherever  necessary. 

The  planning  program  will  require  two  years  and  a  budget  of  $250,000,  of 
which  $50,000  is  provided  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  and  $200,000  is 
jeing  raised  from  businesses  and  individuals  largely  in  the  Back  Bay, 

The  Corporation  in  recent  months  has  established  its  office,  conducted  a 
ftind-raising  drive,  and  engaged  in  survey  work,  and  has  begun  the  process  of 
development  planning  for  the  area.
